Tree preservation ordinance 
to be faced by community 


The question of whether Sierra Madre should 
ai'andon its Emergency Medical Service (EMS), 
manned by voiunteer Emergency Medical Tech¬ 
nicians (FMTs), and adopt a funded emergency 
response program manned by paramedics will be put 
before tlie voters, possibly as soon as the April, 
1990 city election. 

The City Council, at its Sept. 26 meeting, 
voted to place the proposition before the elec¬ 
torate for decision. 

An in-depth 20-page report from the Sierra 
Madrt 1 ire Department, submitted last March and 
reviewed by the council in study session, revealed 
that the tirst year start-up would cost between 
$300,(KX) and $460,000, and upwards of $1.7 mil¬ 
lion foi 'he first five years. 

The bailot measure will ask voters if they feel 
the difference between the Basic Life Support 
System provided during transportation to the hos¬ 
pital by EMTs and the Advanced Life Support 
Svsteiii which paramedics could provide would be 
♦ C'rth the jirice which would be a direct cost to them. 
EMT service is free 

Currently Sierra Madre’s Emergency Medical 
Service costs Sierra Madre’s taxpayers nothing. It is 
provided as a contribution to the community, as 
part of the service program of the Volunteer Fire 
Department — the only all-volunteer fire depart¬ 


ment in the County of Los Angeles. 

Expenses are met entirely through donations and 
support throughout the community. 

Anita Shaffer, an emcrgencs room nurse at 
Huntington Hospital whose letter brought the ques¬ 
tion before the council, stated, "The F^resent 
Prehospital Care System that exists in Sierra Madn 
is antiquated, and does not meet the needs of Sieira 
Madre citizens, nor does it meet the current 
medical standards in the Los Angeles community.'’ 

She recommended that the emergency service be 
increased to the paramedic level. 

Jacob Fakoury, M.D., who is an emergency room: 
physician and supervising physician liaison for the 
Queen of Angels/Hollywood Presbyterian paiair.cdic 
program and a resident of Sierra Madre, was uskcJ 
his opinion on the difference between the emergenc' 
service which could be provided by paramedics 
versus EMTs. 

Emergency room doctor responds 

“Before we added the two automatic heaii de¬ 
fibrillators the difference was greater, i ha. w a., a 
tremendous step forward,’’ be stated. 

“Now the difference is mainly one of greatei 
training required for paramedics and ihe ability to 
give medicaion, which EMTs cannot.

The News celebrates ninth anniversary 


An ordinance requiring permits and setting 
penalties for removal and even trimming of trees 
on either private of public property will soon be 
added to the growing list of proposals for increasing 
regulations and restrictions, in the name of preserva¬ 
tion, which have been drawing fire from opponents 
claiming invasions of basic property rights. 

The proposed ordinance was set for reading at 
the Oct. 10 council meeting, following review by City 
Attorney Charles Martin for wording and legality. 

The Ad Hoc Tree Preservation and Conserva¬ 
tion Committee, set up at the instigation of Coun¬ 
cilman Clem Bartolai to address the question of 
protecting trees in the community, has, after al¬ 
most two years of study and deliberation, submitted 
its completed recommendations and a draft ordin¬ 
ance. 

A joint study session was held by the com¬ 
mittee and City Council in July, during which coun¬ 
cil members voiced a number of concerns about the 
extent and severity of the proposed restrictions, 
including invasion of private property owners’ rights, 
enforcement and legality. 

The committee defended its proposals by stating 
in a subsequent report that “much of the discussion 
and comments is reflective of a lack of under¬ 


standing of the draft ordinance.” 

It also defended its recommendations for 
penalties to be imposed for “unlawfully removing 
trees,” which the ordinance declared a mis¬ 
demeanor, the committee suggesting a $1000 fine 
or the amount permitted by law, and the ordin¬ 
ance specifying fines up to twice the the fair 
market value of the tree or its replacement costs, 
whichever is greater. 

The committee stated, “Some suggestions may 
exceed penalties permitted by law. However, light 
penalties could result in removal of trees to the detri¬ 
ment of the community.” 

In regard to questions about invasion of pro¬ 
perty owners’ rights, the committee pointed to other 
communities which had adopted tree protection or¬ 
dinances. 

As to designation of historic, specimen, bo- 
tanically and aesthetically significant trees, which 
would be protected, the committee stated that

On Monday, Oct. 2, the Sierra Madre News 
celebrated an anniversary, the ninth anniversary 
of the first Sierra Madre News published after 
Jan Reed purchased the paper in 1980, and the 
founding of the Sierra Madre News on Oct. 2, 1906. 
The first paper was printed on Oct. 11, 1906 
with R.T. Cowles as proprietor. Subscriptions cost 
$1.50 per year then. 

A year after the founding, in 1907, C.W. Hill 
was editor and one year after that, George Morgridge 
took over the paper. 

L.R. (Larry) Goshorn became owner and pub¬ 
lisher on Mar. 7, 1930. The Cliffords bought the 
paper in 1944 and owned it until 1949 when Mrs. 
Ward took over the reins. Two years later she 
sold it to Mr. and Mrs. Peter Ward. 

On Sept. 1, 1953, Virginia and Edgar W. 
Jenkinson purchased paper. Five years later it 
changed hands again, this time to Harry W. El- 
wood as editor/publisher with William F. Thomas 
as associate editor. 

The Ed Herwigs bought the paper Jan 1, 1960 


and two years later R. Robert E\ans purcliased 
the paper. He sold it to Jannene G. Reed in 1980. 

At first the paper was published with hand 
press and in 1909 the two-revolution cylinder press 
weighing 4000 pounds was installed. In 1947, the 
52-inch Miehle flat bed double revolution press was 
installed by Clifford Chester Ward Sr., publishei 
and editor from 1944-1949. 

In 1980, the old Miehle was retired and since 
then the paper has been printed in the modern 
offset method. 

The first actual newspaper in Sierra .Madre 
was Sierra Madre Vista, founded by N.C. tarter 
in 1883 and continued until 1888 wlicn it was 
taken over by Lucius House and turned out by 
hand press on S. Baldwin ,Ave. 

The Valley Vista began publication Dec. 9, 
1899, a weekly newspaper which was really pub¬ 
lished in Pasadena. 

Other newspapers in Sierra Madre were The 
Clarion in the late ’60s, The Sentinel, publi>h.'d

Quarterly, California Main Street Project 
Managers get together with the State Main 
Street staff for training and trouble shooting. 
Last quarter’s session was held in Encinitas. 

Most of one day was devoted to discussing 
tourism development in small communities, 
with the focus on downtown. Senior Tourism 
Specialist and Assistant to the Director of the 
California Office of Tourism, Tiffany Bousse- 
loub reviewed the state’s program. She also dis¬ 
cussed ways in which local communities can 
tie-in and benefit. 

Tiffany stresses that size is not the most 
important factor in determining whether tour¬ 
ism can make a positive impact on a com¬ 
munity. And those seasonal travelers can make 
a difference in downtown sales. Domestic and 
foreign visitors purchase an estimated $35 
billion worth of goods and services in California 
each year according to figures complied by the 
State Office of Tourism. 

An interesting part of tourism is the 
“multiplier effect.’’ When visitors spend money

The baskeball play¬ 
ing Washington Bullets 
do well in the NBA and, 
when they are winning, 
attendance is high. 

Most beloved of the 
community is the Wash¬ 
ington Redskins. RFK 
stadium is sold out for 
the entire football 
season. Not only are 
pre-season practice games 
televised, but pre-season 
scrimmages can also be 
viewed. The waiting 
pjeriod for season tickets 
is measured in years. If 
fact, it is said that 
such tickets are so 
highly prized people 
leave priority rights to 
acquire them in their wills. 

With the new season 
rapidly approach¬ 
ing, football fever is 
rising. A recent Wash¬ 
ington Post included a 28- 
page supplement on na¬ 
tional league football 
and the 1989 season. 
No Washington hostess 
would think of having a 
party during game time 
unless it was to share 
the boob tube and 
jointly watch partici¬ 
pants run up and down 
the, sometimes even 
real, grass. 

We don’t have to worry 
about use vs. UCLA, 
or Angels vs. Dodgers, 
or even the Rams and 
the Raiders. We have the 
Redskins. 

This column was 
not written to bore 
you about Washington 
sports or philosophize on 
why football is so im¬ 
portant to this land of 
politics. It was written 
to extoll one of Jan Reed’s 
favorite pastimes — 
quoting vanity licence 
plates.

in our downtown, they create a chain reac¬ 
tion that produced additional economic bene- 
Hts. They trade with businesses that purchase 
supplies and services locally or elsewhere, 
creating an additional round of demand for 
other firms in the area. These businesses in 
turn purchase the supplies and services they 
need to operate, and through successive rounds 
of purchases, the initial direct expenditures of 
visitors spread throughout the local and region¬ 
al economy. 

According to a marketing report prepared 
by The Rural Tourism Center, expenditure 
categories in the city of San Diego with the 
greatest impact on the economy per initial dol¬ 
lar expenditure tended to be those in the amuse¬ 
ment and recreation areas: sporting events, 
horse and auto race tracks, golf courses, and 
amusement park events. Hotels and motels 
fell in the middle range, slightly above eating 
and drinking places. 

Translated into dollars and cents, the Cali¬ 
fornia Office of Tourism estimates that for the 
typical city or county in California, the true 
value of the multiplier will fall in the range 
of 1.5 to 2.5. This means that for every dollar 
spent in an area, an additonal $.50 to $1.50 
is generated as a direct result. 

Before jumping on tourism as “the econ¬ 
omic development strategy,” the state suggests 
local communities conduct an exhaustive mar¬ 
keting analysis. Fortunately, the kind of study 
required can easily be done on the local level 
with local resources. Following the 70- 
plus page tourism marketing analysis guide pro¬ 
vided by the Office of Tourism, it is possible 
to conduct both the analysis and to create a 
local marketing plan to increase the local tour¬ 
ism dollar. Primarily what it takes is time and 
patience. 

Before discarding our ability to cash-in on 
tourism as impractical, it would be wise to 
invest some effort to determine how Sierra 
Madre can integrate it into our long range 
economic development strategy.

Police chief describes possibie aids 


Responding to concern over traffic safety 
enforcement in the downtown area of Sierra Madre, 
evidenced by a citizen petition and a letter from the 
chamber, the City Council called for recommenda¬ 
tions from Police Chief Bill Betts for solving this 
problem. 

An informal citizen survey had estimated as 
many as 17,000 failures to yield to pedestrians 
and illegal U-turns may be occurring each year in 
the central business area encompassing Sierra Madre 
Blvd., from Baldwin to Auburn, Kersting Court and 
both North and South Baldwin. 

A report, dated Sept. 26, outlined the Police 
Dept.’s proposals regarding crosswalk improve¬ 
ments, U-turn violations, traffic patrol, street and 
sidewalk signage. 

Regarding crosswalk improvement, the Police 
Dept, proposed a review crosswalk visibility as 
affected by parked cars, re-painting of crosswalk 
lines and added angle stripping for great visibility. 

It also recommended aesthetic additions such as 
planters and light posts, planned in conjunction with 
Main Street. 

The schedule for design approval, budget and 
implementation were left “to be developed.” 

Regarding U-turn violations, the report recom¬ 
mended highlighting the existing double-double lines 
with green paint and reflective buttons, painting 


of the international signs for No U-Turn on the 
streets themselves and “improved design, location 
and installation” of new No U-Turn upright and 
hanging signs to offset poor visibility caused by 
street trees. 

It also suggested painting the international signs 
for No/Bicycles & Skateboards on the sidewalks. 

Again design, budget and schedule for imple¬ 
mentation were listed as “to be developed.” 

The primary concern voiced by both the peti¬ 
tion and chamber — that of traffic patrol — was 
addressed with three proposals: part-time use of 
Reserve Officer Motorcycle, re-scheduling of patrol 
personnel to provide increased presence during 
“designated hours,” and “specific enforcement 
assignment” to address problem areas. 

It stated that personnel adjustment not now in 
place would be accomplished by Oct. 1. 

The report did not specify whether or not the 
Police Dept, had conducted its own survey on the 
actual extent of the problem and specific locations 
which may present greater safety hazards than others, 
necessitating greater attention. 

A meeting is to be scheduled between the city 
administration, chamber and Main Street to review 
and approve the implementation.

I was too well 
brought up to appre¬ 
ciate the mayhem that 
accompanied his antics 
and the caustic remarks 
that expressed his 
irreverance.

Seeing an 
occasional one of his 
movies as an adult, I re¬ 
cognize fantasy for what 
it is and I find the 
sheer outrageous non¬ 
sense liberating.

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Safety factor uppermost concern of PUSD parents Council discusses 


The News was not able to reach any members 
of All Children Count to respond to the survey that 
has been completed recently by Pasadena Unified 
District concerning ratings of teachers and the dis¬ 
trict itself. 

However, two members of Sierra Madre Parents 
for Better Education answered that the survey of 
622 Sierra Madreans “said about what I thought 
it would say. It rated the teachers high and safety 
and discipline low.” 

MaryAnne McMillan continued, “I have reserva¬ 
tions about the validity of the way it was done and the 
possibility of a conflict of interest of the individual 
hired to do it. Dr. (Bruce) Cain is a former neigh¬ 
bor of Bobby Moon, vice president of the Pasa¬ 
dena School Board.” 

Sue Levoe, co-petitioner for secession out of 
the Pasadena School System, said, “Without see¬ 
ing the questions, it’s difficult to say how I really 
feel about the survey. The survey was done at 
random and we wondered how many of those 
‘355-’ numbers called were in Arcadia, Hastings 
Ranch or that part of Sierra Madre that is part 
of the Arcadia School District.” 

When asked why that would change the survey 
results, Levoe answered, “Obviously those who 
are part of the Arcadia School District are not 
going to be aware of the problems within PUSD. 
Hastings parents are not talking about the same 
elementary or middle school as Sierra Madre 
parents since their children don’t attend Sierra 
Madre Elementary or Wilson Middle School. We

know that a local merchant was called which 
means they weren’t restricting their calls to homes 
only.” 

McMillan added, “Although I know Dr. Cain 
is very well respected in the community. I’m very 
concerned there may be a serious conflict of in¬ 
terest due to campaign contributions by his family 
to both Anne Pursel and Bobby Moon during each 
of their most recent school board campaigns.” 

“There is (was) a targeted sample of 157 
Sierra Madre residents who currently send their 
children to PUSD schools and there was a ran¬ 
dom sample of 465 respondents who live in Sierra 
Madre,” according to the survey. Cain said, “In 
general, however, out theme is that the overall 
evaluation of Pasadena schools seems to be way out 
of line with the rating of its individual components.” 

Thirty-two percent graded Pasadena public 
schools with a “C” or “D” or “F.” 

Parents of children in PUSD elementary schools 
rated teachers 67 percent “A or B,” and books, 
material received a 53 percent “A or B.” 

Parents of children in PUSD middle and high 
school rated teachers at 56 percent “A or B,” books 
and materials at 33 percent. 

The program for slow students received 49 per¬ 
cent of the “A or B” category while art and music 
received 72 percent in that category. Programs for 
bright students came to 58 percent of “A or B” 
and safety received 39 percent “A or B,” 26 per¬ 
cent “C” and 35 percent “D or F.” 

Safety in the elementary schools received a 50

percent “A or B” while 25 percent rated the school 
with a “C.” 

Respondents with children in PUSD schools 
gave the public schools nationally and Southern 
California higher grades than PUSD schools. 

The survey results state, ”... when parents 
in our random sample were asked to say whether 
public schools in Pasadena have improved over the 
past five years, gotten worse, or stayed about the 
same, only 18 percent thought the schools had got¬ 
ten better, 42 percent said that they had stayed about 
the same and 40 percent believed that they had be¬ 
come worse.” 

The survey goes on,“The primary area of dis¬ 
content among the parents in our samples seems 
to be that of maintaining discipline and safety in 
the schools. This is particularly a concern at the 
junior/high school level.” 

When asked “What do you think is the single 
most important problem with which the public 
schools in the school district must deal?,” ele¬ 
mentary school parents rated discipline/drugs/gangs/ 

racial tension 62 percent. They rated overcrowding 
15 percent. 

The same question asked of junior/senior high 
school parents showed responses at 67 percent for 
discipline etc., and 12 percent for curriculum.

“The city must build itself with an overall 
scheme, it must be careful not to create a steam 
roller effect,” said the owner of one of the largest 
areas of land in the hillsides of Sierra Madre. 

“There are many issues. You may consider 
the hillsides as something more than building lots. 
What kind of control can be given the Planning 
Commission in carrying out their job? The city 
must ask if property is hillside property and to 
what extreme can the city control the use of the 
land ... I would encourage both sides to act ra¬ 
tionally and objectively.” 

The City council examined the Hillside Ordi¬ 
nance Tuesday evening in a study session as it might 
impact this individual who wishes to remain anony¬ 
mous as well the other three landowners of large 
areas in the top quarter. 

Councilman Andrew Roy Buchan suggested 
tabling the Hillside Ordinance and focusing on the 
prospective conservancy. 

Mayor Bruce Crow said that “the ordinance has 
been written to preserve the view, to maintain the 
environmental equilibrium. It prohibits the increase 
of fire, flood and slide hazards and provides regu¬ 
lation for flexible design. It also preserves the signi¬ 
ficant topography features.” 

He doesn’t believe the ordinance can be tabled 
to “see if the conservancy will solve the problem.” 

Councilman Clem Bartolai also asked, “What 
takes place in the interim while the conservancy 
is getting up to speed. It might take a year to nego¬ 
tiate with the landowners. The development board 
is to restrict development. It’s going in the opposite 
direction.”

Tree preservation ordinance plans to be faced by community

the property owner would have the right to decline 
such designation and procedures would be similar 
to those adopted recently for designated cultural and 
historic structures, including covenants which would 
be binding on future owners. 

The proposed ordinance, however, does not in¬ 
clude the option to decline. 

The committee is comprised of seven members, 
several of whom are recognized leaders in either the 
preservation movement or the push for more strin¬ 
gent regulations and restrictions. 

Charles Corp, former mayor, is the committee 
chairman. Shirley McGillicuddy, Beautification 
Committee chairperson: Midge Morash, Parks and 
Recreation commissioner and active member of the 
Sierra Madre Environmental Action Council; Arthur 
(Gary) Beggs, landscape architect, and Eph Konigs- 
berg, specimen tree fancier, are among the members. 

Lee Cline and William Schmidt, both known 
for their dedication to stricter code enforcement 
and opposition to numerous variance requests, 
are the other two members. 

The main proposals of the ordinance follow 
for interested readers who may wish to speak to the 
matter at the Oct. 10 meeting. 

Ordinance 1057 
Relating to Tree Preservation 
and Conservation 

Tree preservation — made unlawful for any per¬ 
son, firm or corporation to cut down, relocate. 


trim or interfere with any tree (with certain exeptions, 
as listed). 

Trees on private property 

1) Trimming — shall not be trimmed in excess of 
20 percent, native oaks not in excess of 10 percent. 

2) Removal — tree removal permits will be required 
for “trees whose removal will have environmental 
impact” on adjoining property and/or on the com¬ 
munity overall, including front yard trees with 12- 
inch calipers (trunk diameter) and 20-foot crowns, 
trees within three feet of side or front yards with 
12-inch calipers and 10-foot crowns, and trees 
designated as historic, specimen, botanically or 
aesthetically significant. 

Historic, specimen, botaniaiiy or aestheticaliy 
significant trees — shall not be removed or re¬ 
located without approval and Tree Removal Permit. 

1) Designation — historic trees shall be designated 
by the Cultural Heritage Commission and placed on 
the Historical Cultural Landmark Register. 

2) Jurisdiction — the Parks & Recreation Com¬ 
mission shall have jurisdiction over all historic, 
specimen, botanically or aesthetically significant 
trees. 

Trees located in development areas — no tree 
may be removed from improvement areas without 
approval and Tree Removal Permit, including any 
tree whose caliper is six inches in diameter, four 
feet from grade level. All Trees must be protected 
during construction; { * 

1) Building Plans — all new development, expan¬ 


sion and/or remodeling plans must include a tree 
conservation plot plan for retaining, planting, relo¬ 
cating or proposed removal of trees. 

2) Jurisdiction — the Planning Commission shall 
have jurisdiction over removal of trees in new devel¬ 
opment/property improvement areas. 

Penalties — violators shall be guilty of a mis¬ 
demeanor. 

1) Removal — replacement with a comparable tree 
up to a maximum 36-inch box container, plus cost 
of tree placement. If the unlawfully removed 
tree is larger, replacement with 36-inch box container 
tree and fine of twice the fair market value of the 
tree or replacement costs, whichever is greater. 

2) Retroactive Permit — issuance after removal 
of a tree shall be twice the cost of a Tree Removal 
Permit. 

Street trees — city can require maintenance and 
replacement by property owner. 

1) Maintenance — property owners shall be respon¬ 
sible for watering trees within the public right-of- 
way of parkways and protecting them from abusive 
treatment. In the event that (abuse treatment) leads 
to the death of the tree, it shall constitute un¬ 
lawful removal. 

2) Removal — the Public Works Dept, shall obtain 
a permit for removal of any street tree. 

3) jurisdiction — removal and trimming of street 
trees are subject to review by the Parks & Recrea¬ 


tion Commission and permits shall be obtained 
from the Planning Dept. 

4) Notice — shall be posted at the site for a 15-day 
period prior to work and compliance with CEQA 
guidelines shall be adhered to. 

Tree Removal Permit — as a prerequisite 
to approval, the designated department or com¬ 
mission may impose conditions and shall make one 
or more of the following findings: 

1) Principles of good tree management will best 
be served by the proposed removal. 

2) Reasonable and practical development or im¬ 
provement requires removal. 

3) Character of neighborhood will not be adversely 
affected. 

4) Topography of the building site renders removal 
desireable. 

Hazardous trees — diseased or dead trees or those 
posing a hazard to public safety may be required 
to be removed by the property owner. 

1) If not removed within 30 days of written notice, 
the city will remove the tree as a public nuisance 
at the owner’s expense. 

2) The Public Works Dept, and utility companies 
may remove hazardous trees on an emergency basis 
without a Tree Removal Permit.

minutes of a major hospital emergency facility, 
such questions as how often an intravenous, which 
takes five to seven minutes to start and could 
be done by paramedics during transport, might make 
a vital difference if delayed three more minutes, 
become the factors which the community will have to 
look at in deciding whether or not it is worth the 
cost. 

“There is no doubt that having paramedics is 
the best system, but is it worth the necessary sac¬ 
rifice? 

“Both as a resident and a physician 1 find it 
difficult to make a decision.” 

The Fire Department’s record show that 
average transport time from the scene to the emer¬ 
gency room is six to seven minutes, which is con¬ 
siderably less than Fakoury’s estimate, although on 
occasion heavy mall or race track traffic provides a 
negative factor. 

Alternatives for service 

The Fire Department report explored various 
alternatives for providing paramedic service, elimin¬ 
ating contracts with Arcadia or Pasadena as viable 
options. 

Contracts with private ambulance service for 
the first year was estimated at a cost of around 
$300,000 and over $1.65 million for the first five 
years. 

The cost of having the Fire Department 
itself provide the service was estimated as higher 
for the start-up year, but less expensive in succeed¬ 
ing years. 

Funding alternatives were also explored in the 
report, ranging from subscription fees, water meter 
assessments and transportation fees of up to $300 
per transport, to a tax increase or other form of 
public indebtedness, which appeared to be the only 
method of assuring sufficient funding for the ser¬ 
vice. 

Additional considerations brought forth in the 
report included the fact that contracting for outside 
paramedic service would take the Fire Dept, out of 
the EMS program, with the “risk” of a decline in 
volunteers due to lack of interest and activity, 
leading to the eventual need for a full-time paid 
fire department on top of the paramedic program. 
Qraat community support 

It also pointed out that community support 
through donations to the EMS program would 
cease to exist. The $27,000 raised a year ago for two 
automatic heart defibrillators was pointed out as an 
example of this support. 

Both of the protram's ambulances were also 
provided through contributions, the first at a cost of 
$16,300 in 1976, and the second in I9H4. at a cost of 
$32,000. 

The question of how it might also allect 
cooiribulions for support of the Fire Dept itself

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler asked that the 
boundaries not be changed. She came up with a 
possibility of two zones with two standards — 
“regulate the soft hillside and hard hillside as a two- 
tiered entity.” 

Mayor Pro Tem George Maurer took a harder 
line when he said, “We have indications that we’re 
facing hardball . . . We’ve spent a lot of money 
protecting the hillsides ... All of these years we’ve 
protected the (Heflin) property. Fifty fires in 12 years 
have started on this property. And as for the mon¬ 
astery, they could make more money selling land 
than the fiesta (in June) for many years.” 

And after nearly two hours of discussion, the 
council decided to divide the hillside into the top 
quarter that is not to be developed. That includes 
40 acres each of the Willis Estate, the Heflin Estate 
and the Maddox land and 20 acres of the mon¬ 
astery. 

The second strip is just below the monastery, 
just above Auburn and just above Camillo and 
Arno Drive, and that area would remain in the Hill¬ 
side Ordinance. 

Below that strip would be the R-1-15,000 area 
which, if it were to be developed, would need to 
go through the CUP, design review and other 
processes. 

They agreed to meet Tuesday, Oct. 17, for 
another study session on the Hillside Ordinance.

was not addressed in the report. 

Fire Chief Ed Tracy stated that the department 
is providing the highest level of EMS Care, EMT 1-D, 
which can be obtained as a volunteer service. 
Should the city decide to increase this to a fund¬ 
ed paramedic level, the department would support 
the decision. 

Should this be the decision, the department 
feels the community would be best served if the 
service were established as a part of the Fire Dept, 
program, rather than by outside contract, with the 
paramedics chosen for training from within the ranks 
of the department. 

In addition to a savings in estimated cost, they 
pointed to the background of knowledge and exper¬ 
tise possessed by their members, citing the exper¬ 
ience gained by 500 Rescue/EMS responses during 
the 1988 calendar year alone, plus more than 5000 
man hours of training and study sessions during the 
past year with equipment and methods currently 
utilized by the department. 

Both Dr. Russell Maatz and Dr. David 
Tsai, emergency room physicians at Methodist 
Hospital, were Unavailable for an interview before 
this piece was written. They will be interviewed 
at a future time.

in the late ’70s, and The View. 

The paper had suffered great losses, and a year 
after Reed bought the paper it was obvious that 
the advertising base would not support the paper. 

John Gregory coined the letters “SOS” which 
meant “Save Our Squeak,” the name of the group 
who aligned themselves with just thfit — saving 
the paper. 

Fifteen Sierra Madreans and relatives entered 
into a limited partnership and “bailed out” the 
paper. It was also about then that Reed not only 
did the writing and managing but she also took over 
all the advertising. What money came in went back 
into the paper and soon the Sierra Madre News was 
out of the red and in the black. 

The paper has thrived since and so has the print 
shop which has grown each year. 

During those first few years, those friends who 
did not become partners brought anonymous gifts of 
money to the paper. Almost every day, bills of all 
denominations were dropped through the slot in the 
door. Sometimes checks came in and sometimes 
encouraging messages were sent through the slot.

Jesus answered, “To 
love the Lord with all 
your heart, soul 
and mind.”

The Scribes 
agreed because they 
knew that to be scriptural.

This 
was said because Jesus 
knew that the Scribes 
recognized that love was 
the only issue that count¬ 
ed and that it was the 
only issue that was in the 
heart of God.

AFS adventure 

Flinn finds abundant food 
on recent visit to Greece 


Five Arcadia High 
School students partici¬ 
pated in the American 
Field Service Americans 
Abroad Program this 
summer. Bonnie Flinn 
went to Athens, 
Greece; Jennifer 
Novell travelled to 
Argentina; Chris Skibba 
took part in an outdoor 
program in New Zealand; 
Chris Rhee was on a 
language study phase in 
Spain; and Sameena 
Sitabkhan headquartered 
in Sarajevo, Yogoslavia. 

This week The News 
will feature the sum¬ 
mer experiences of 
Bonnie and Sameena 
and will report on the 
other three students in 
future issues. 

Sarajevo played host 
to Sameena Sitabkhan, 
who was one of 13 U.S. 
students who spent 
the summer in Yugo¬ 
slavia as AFS partici¬ 
pants. 

Though she had an 
opportunity to travel 
around Yugoslavia 
and into Czechoslavokia, 
Sameena really likes 
Sarajevo and urges 
European visitors to 
include a trip to this 
city that hosted the 
XII Winter Olympics 
in 1984. 

She found the Yugo¬ 
slavian people to be 
warm and the country 
to be unspoiled, not 
commercialized. 


Just outside the 
city, Sameena said the 
countryside made her 
feel removed from the 
modern world. “I can’t 
say it was primitive, just 
not ail civilized,” she 
explained, adding, 
“towns never touch 
each other.” 

During her summer 
stay, Sameena was 
able to travel with her 
host family to Dubrovnik, 
Yugoslavia’s “most 
beautiful city”; Mostm, 
a Turkish city with 
Muslim influence; Ston, 
a walled town on the Ad¬ 
riatic Sea; and Bascarsija, 
a Turkish market place. 

She also saw the spot 
wliere Archduke Ferdinand 
was assassinated to start 

World War I in 1914. 

As far as food is 
concerned, Sameena re¬ 
ports that meat and 
fresh baked bread 
were served with almost 
every meal. The big 
meal of the day was 
a three-course event 
served about 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon, and 
it was followed by a 
10 p.m. snack. 

Her 16-year-old sister 
and 13-year-old brother 
told her about schools in 
Yugoslavia where 
students carry “huge 
workloads’’ and 
where, “if a student 
is kicked out, there 
is no going back.” 

Now back at Arcadia 


High School for her 
senior year, Sameena 
will find memories of a 
summer in Yugoslavia 
mixed with activities 
that include organization 
editor for the year¬ 
book, treasurer of Kiowas 
and membership in Candy- 
stripers, Amnesty Inter¬ 
national and the AFS 
Club.

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“Everything revolved 
around food,” says Bon¬ 
nie Flinn about life in 
Greece as she observed 
it during her summer 
visit as an AFS student. 
She reports that she enjoyed 
the food, except for in¬ 
testines, “1 can’t say I 
liked them.” 

Bonnie found the food 
to be heavy and salty 
with lots of oil and 
tomatoes used 

in the preparation, and 
there was fresh bread at 
every meal. 

The first large meal 
of the day would be 
served at about 2 p.m., 
followed by a 5 p.m. 
coffee and snack with 
another big offering at 
9-10 p.m. 

They ate lots of beef 
and pork, some chicken. 
“A lot of food in gen¬ 
eral,” Bonnie explained. 

While in Greece she 
stayed with her host 
family which had a third 
floor flat in an Athens 


suburb and a summer 
house in Theologos, a 
beach resort on the 
Aegian Sea. 

Because she is interested 
in art, Bonnie particular¬ 
ly liked the National Mu¬ 
seum in Athens. In the 
city she found that 
shopping was much the 
same as in the United 
States, that people passed 
the time of day just 
sitting in cafes and 
outdoor restaurants and 
that “drivers drive 
like maniacs.” 

Bonnie says the people 
are very friendly, emo¬ 
tional and loud. She 
tells about her 
grandfather sitting in 
front of the television 
and yelling at the poli¬ 
ticians in parliament. 

She learned that 
students take schools 
seriously because of the 
keen competition in get¬ 
ting into the universities. 
She also observed “kids 
to be more mature. 


compared to kids our 
age here.” 

The highlight of her 
stay was being with 
her family and learning 
how another culture lives, 
according to this AFSer. 
A crash course in 
Greek which she 
took before going 
on the trip “didn’t 
help much,” partly be¬ 
cause her parents and 
15-year-old sister 
were fluent in English, 
a required subject with 
the start of school. Her 
7-year-old sister was 
just learning English in 
school. 

Bonnie got back into 
the swing of things at her 
own school last month 
as she began her senior 
year at Arcadia High, a 
time that will be filled 
with participating in Kio¬ 
was, Assisteens and year¬ 
book staff as well as with 
sharing her summer ex¬ 
periences in Greece with 
fellow classmates.
